POWDEBLY AT WASHINGTON, 


WASHINGTON, April 2 0 . — G r a n d Master 
Powdtirly and Messrs. Hayes and Turn 
er, of the Knights of L abor, arrived this 
morning to be examined this afternoon 
by a select committee on the western 
strikes. 


The committeee for the investigation 
of the strikes on railroads in the south- 
west, held their first meeting this after- 
noon. Mr. Powderly was the first wit- 
ness examined. 


CABINET OFFICERS. 


_ W A S H I N G T O N , April 20.—Secretary Man- 
ning's illness is undoubtedly due to over- 
work. 
He came here from Albany tbe per- 
sonification of health. 
His eye wa.s bright, 
his step steady and the joints of his ponder- 
ous fraaae were well oiled. 
He had been ac- 
etistx)med to walking a good deal in Albany, 
and his work was such as to keep him mov- 
ing abfjut. 
Here he took no exercise what- 
ever, and he worked harder than even Folger 
had doine before hinu 
He lived at first at 
the 
Arlington hotel, which is about two 
blocks from the tomb-like treasury. His 
carriage was called 
to carry him this 
short 
distance, 
and on cabinet 
daj's 
he 
rode 
to the White 
House, 
which 
is 
situated 
just around the comer and 
whose front door is not 300 feet away from 
the side door of the treasury. 
When his 
wife came here, and he moved out to Dujxint 
circle, he took, for a time, a short drive after 
he left the department, and Mrs. Manning 
came down in the carriage for him almost 
d a i l y . 
During t h e w i n t e r these drives were 
often omitted, and not long ago Mr. Manning, 
f e e l i n g t h e need of more exercise, determineri 
to walk down to the treasury every morniiig^. 
H e d i d this for a d a y or s o . 
The distanco iji 
about a mile, and had he continued it might 
have saved him. 
But he found th.it the 
office seekers laid in wait for him and that 
he could not get to work on time. 
He then 
went back to his carriage and worked on 
until he dropped. 


The treasury building is the darkest and 
gloomiest structure in Washington. 
It is a 
great oblong stone building with big, dirty 
Ionic columns running along its sides, and it 
looks for all the world like the gigantic sar- 
cophagus of some antediluvian giant. Its 
maasiveness is oppressive, and the only bright 
spots in it are the south rooms, which look 
out toward tbe Washington monument and 
across the Potomac to Arlington and the Vir- 
ginia hills. 
Three of these rooms, on the sec- 
ond floor, constitute the oflices of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and it is in these that 
Manning has spent the greater part of the 
past year. 


Let me give you his daily life. 
He rose 
from his bed at 6 o'clock and by 8 or a little 
later his carriage brought him to the d(;- 
partment. 
Entering by the basement dof)i', 
he would ride to his floor in tbo elevator, and 
inunediately 
begin at his mail, with his 
stenogi'aphic i-ecretary sitting on the opposite 
side of his big flat desk, and l eady to take 
down his answers to the letters as he looked 
them over. 
This first mail would perhaps 
contain 300 letters, and most of these would 
require much thought. He would be answer- 
ing them when 10 or 11 o'clock came, and 
with this hour a throng of callers, business 
men and office seekers. 
At fli-st he receives 
these, as the president does novr, admitting 
them to his office and going around the ring 
talking 
to each a n d shaJcing hands with 
e v e r y 
o n e . 
This was also brain work, and 
l a t e r o n h e found i t took up too much of h i s 
t i m e . 
H e then took refuge i n his a n t e - r o o m 
anil admitt^ only such callers as had im- 
jxjrtant 
business. 
About 2 
o'clock the 
callers 
would 
be 
shut 
off and 
the 
Becre,iary 
would 
take his lunch. 
This 
he would 
eat at his desk, and it was 
brought down by his boy from his home to 
him. It generally consisted of some fruit 
and a sandwich of chicken, turkey or tongue. 
Mamilng would not even rest while he was 
eating it, but would have the department 
officials admitted and would «liscuss ques- 
tions of finance and would look over the 
papers which they presented to him. He 
would then go back to answering 
letters. 
Besides the 300 of the first mail, he would 
now find, perhaps, that 100 or 200 additional 
had come in later. 
About 4 o'clock a 
number of letters and papers would be 
brought to him to sign, and I doubt not that 
these often ran into the hundreds. 
It would 
take thought t o look over them, and when 
he was through he would again dictate letters 
untU about 6 o'clock. 
Then his carriage and 
Mrs. Manning would come, and ho would go 
out home. 
He did not come to the treasury 
at night, but he always took work home 
with him, and he often sat up as late as 1 or 
2 o'clock in the morning. 
He worked more 
hours than the street car driver, and his 
brain had less rest than the pendulum of a 
400-day clock. 
He paid little attention to 
society, gave not more than one or two din- 
ners during the whole season, and went to 
none except those ot the cabinet, ministers 
«ad the president» 


It is a mistake to say that Secretary Man- 
ning has had these attacks before. 
He has 
been in good health up to his «coming to 
Washington, and has had no sickness to 
speak of since he was about 19 years old. A t 
this time I think he was connected with the 
printing department of The Argus. 
He had 
a hemorrhage of the limgs one day, and the 
doctors told his father that he would have to 
get out of Albany or die. His father was a 
poor lal>oi-er, and he was for a time in despair 
as to how to raise the money. He finally 
fixed it by sending the boy off ou a sailing 
Teasel to Cuba, and I am told that young 
Manning worked his passage. He stayed 
away a year or so, and came back to Albany 
with his lunges as sound as those of a lion and 
his health like that of a young satyr. He 
went back to The Argus and after making 
Grover Cleveland governor and president 
came here to Washington worth about 6350, 
000. He is a good business man and is 
great politician. 
He can judge a man at 
glance, and he has been here the 
fidus 
achates 
at the president 
He seems to be 
the only one of the cabinet in whom Presi- 
dent Cleveland has trusted, and he has been 
to a certain extent the power behind the 
throne. 


While 
Secretary Maiming was on The 
Argus he did some newspaper writing. Ho 
was a good writer, but his forte was more 
that of business manager. 
He dictated 
great part of his messages to congress, and 
he talked off his correspondence at the treas- 
ury department without a break. 
His chief 
trouble in the treasury department was the 
newness of the work and that he did not un- 
derstand how to get other men to do his work 
for him. 
Division of labor is the secret of 
the workings of a great government depart- 
ment and a novice in one of them who tries to 
do eveiything for himself is sure to succumb 
to sickness or death before long. 


The great men of this administration take 
too little exerci.se. 
This is, President Cleve- 
land's danger. 
He takes none whatever. He 
gets up eai-ly, eats his fruit, oatmeal, beef- 
steak and c offee and sits down to write and 
study while it digesta 
He works all day and 
far into t he night and only occasionally takes 
a drive into the country. 
He has grown fat- 
ter since he has been in tbe White House, but 
gets along with very little sleep and appears 
to be healthy. 
At Albany he u.sed to walk a 
great deal, and always walked from the exe- 
cutive mansion to the CapitoL 
Here he does 
not walk at all, and his. only exercise is in 
the shaking of the hands of about 150 men 
daily. 


Secretary Lamar has been sick a number 
of times since 
came into the interior de- 
partment. 
After he sold the government 
carriage he rode about AVashington on horse- 
back for a time, and he now walks occa- 
sionallj^. 
But he is a <lreamy fellow with 
every ap}-)ear;ince of apoplectic temperament, 
and his comple.xion and eyes are those ot a 
man in poor health. 
Lamar is a widower, 
and he lives here at a hotel, eating his meals 
alone and half the time not noticing what he 
is doing at the table. 
He is a man of great 
brains, but remarkably absent minded, and 
if he is riding in the street cars it is not 
uncommon i or him to pay his fare more than 
once. 
Secretary Lamar dre.sses plainly and 
apparently cares very little for his personal 
appearance. 
He is a great reader and writes 
as good prose as Addison. 
He works hard, 
and keeps up with his business to the surprise 
of all who know of his literary tastes. 


Attorney General Garlaml has more of a 
home life than Lamar, though he is also a 
widower. 
His mother keeps his house for 
him, and she watches over his health almost 
as carefully as when he was the homeliest 
looking but best natvued boy in Arkansas. 
Garland likes fun, and vrhile he was in the 
senate he was the greatest practical joker 
there. 
His fellow senators all loved him, 
and they took advantage of his great taste 
for caramels one day by getting: him to eat 
a cube of soap of chocolate color. 
It was 
given to Garland as candy by one of his fel- 
low senators who was chewing away on 
genuine caramels. 
Garland 
took it and 
popped it in his mouth. Of course he knew 
the difference as soon as the so.'\p touched his 
tongue, but his rough face changed not in a 
single feature, and the onlj' difference in his 
appearance that could be noticed was a sort 
of a hard glitter of the eye and a bubble or 
two of froth at the mouth, as he went on to 
masticate the practical joke which had been 
played upun him. 
Garland iikes amuse- 
ments. 
He is a Democrat of Democrats. 
He wears a slouch hat and a turn-over collar, 
around which he ties, for himself, a black 
string necktie every morning. He wears 
a shirt that buttons in front, with sewed- 
on wTistbands instead of attachable cuffs. 


His hair is generally disheveled, and his 
spectacles, ^ hile at work, faU do^vn to the 
middle of his nose. A hair watch chain and 
a big seal ring are his only jewelry. 
He is a 
great fisher and hunter, and he has a country 
home in tbe wvst, eighteen miles from Little 
Rock, which he calls Hominy Hill. 
He has 
here a log cabin in the woods, whore he likes 
to go to spend bis vacation. 
With his panta- 
loons in his boots and no coat on, he loaf-- 
here with n friend or two, hunting and fish- 
ing until he has to leave for Washington. He 
nevei- takes his business with him on suclj 
vacations, and when he left Washington last 
summer to go west he gave orders to his sec- 
retary to put bis mail in a drawer in his desk 
until he t anie Vjack, and on no account to 
write him nbout it or send it to him. 
When 
he came Lack the dj-awcr was about full, but 
I doubt not that he attended to it better than 
though he had been bothered with it the six 
weeks be was absent. 


Secretaiy Whitney's exercise keeps him in 
good order. 
He goes to New Yorlc occasion- 
ally and di-ives out to his country seat nearly 
every day. He walks to and from the de- 
partment, and I don't think he lets his busi- 
ness bother him. 
He is the baby of the cabi- 
net, you know; but it seems to me that he 
shows more sense than some of his older 
brothers. 


Seci etary Bayard is a horseback rider, and 
when Kate Bayard was alive it was not un- 
common for her and her father to take long 
excursions into the country about Washing- 
ton. 
Secretary 
Bayard sits a hoj-se well. 
He walks a great deal also, and has an elastic 
step. 
He leans slightly forward as he walks, 
and, dressed in busine.ss clothes with a cane 
under his arm, he might be taken for an ac- 
complished man about tov/n instead of a 
great statesman. Bayard understands enough 
about Washington wining and dining not to 
let his stomach run away with him. 
He has 
made a study of gastronomy, and there are 
some dishes that he can cook himself better 
than any French chef in Washington. His 
family troubles have affected 
him quite 
seriously, however, and grief has cut a num- 
ber of wrinkles into his handsome, .slate.sman- 
like face. 
He bears up like a man, however, 
and does his work as energetically as he did 
when his daughter, was a leading belle of 
Washington and his wffe, the eeeond lady »

OPEN REVOLT. 


A Lake Shore Train Stopped by 
Strikers.

CHICAGO, April 20.—General Snperin 
teudent Wright, Yardmaster Jones and 
General Freight Agent Blodgett, went 
out on an engine toward where the train 
which was attenapted to be moved yes 
terday was standing, at Forty-fourth 
street. 
The cars were surrounded by 
a crowd of strikers, who removed coup- 
lings, completely disabling the cars. 


The engine was backed on another 
track. 
The cars were standing on the 
side track. 
While an attempt was being 
made to reach the side track the coup- 
ling pins and other obstructions were 
put in front of the wheels. 
These were 
removed by the police and the engine 
was attached to the train. 
About this 
time the crcwd at Forty-fourth street, 
having succeeded in disabling cars up 
there, attempted to run the caboose, 
which was attached to the train and an 
which the conductor and two br&kemen 
were, on the side track. 


The brakeman and conductor rushed 
out on the platform and warned the 
crowd away and one of the men picked 
up a pin and was about to throw it at 
tbe brakeman when the conductor drew 
a revolví r. 
The crowd rushed at the 
brakeman and hustled him away. 
Some 
one hit him on the head, knocking him 
senseless. 


At this time the crowd left the caboose 
and went up to Forty-fifth street, where 
two care were standing on the side track. 
They were moved down and derailed in 
front of the engine at Forty-third street. 
General Superintendent Wright 
then 
gave lip the attempt to move the train. 


Gov. Oglesby arrived this morning 
and has been holding a consultation with 
Sheriff Hauchett.

PITTSFIEIID, Mass., April 20.—At six 
this morning the village of East Lee 
was inundated and devastated by the 
breaking away of the dam and mud 
point reservoir at Mountain Lake, about 
two and one-half miles from the village. 


The first news of the accident was 
when the flood came pouring down the 
streets from four to six feet deep, fences, 
wagons and every form of movable 
property coming with it. People fled to 
the slopes of the valley along which the 
torrent was pouring. 
They saw houses 
move and topple about like chips on a 
river. 
The damage done will amount to 
many thousands of dollars. 


Eleven bodies have been found, and it 
is expected several more will be discov- 
ered.

A report was 
recently circulated that ho was dt-ad. 
which is not the case. At last accounts he 
was keeping a hat store in Caimlcn, X.J. 
He wan a queer charactt-rin his way, a most 
religious man and full of unparallrd cour- 
age. He hud only a Tew weeks before the 
14thof April, boenliberatcd from a Ron them 
prison, and at the time he went in pursuit 
of Booth wan terribly afflicted with scurvy.
